Homestead Regulations 


Any even numbered section of Do 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the 
Northwest Territories, exeepting §% 
anc 23, which has not been hone 
steaded, or reserved to provide wotd 
lots for settlers, or for other pur- 
poses, may be homesteaded upon by 
any person who is the suie head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of one quarter sec- 
tion, of 169 acres ,more or less. 

ENTRY.—Entry may be made per- 
the district in which the lant to be 
taken is situate, or, if the home- 
steader desires, he may, on applics- 
tion to the Minister of the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the local agent 
for the district in whioh the land is 
situate, reseive authority for some 
ene to make entry for him. A fee 
of $10.00 is charged for a homestead

HOMESTEAD DUOTIES.—A  settier 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestead is required by the pro- 
visions of the Dominion Lands Act 
and the amendments thereto, to per- 


form the ocnditions connected there- 
with, undar one of the following 


lans: 

. {1} At least six months’ residence 
apon and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 


(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of any person who 
is eligible te make a homestead entry 
under the provisions of this Act, re- 
side upon a farm ip the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
as a homestead, the requirements of 
this Act as to residence prior to nb- 
taining patent, may be satisfied by 
such person residing with the father 
or mother. 

@) If a settier has obtained « pat- 
ent for his homestead, or a certifi- 
cate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pres 
eribed by this Ast, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to resi- 
dence prior to obtaiaing patent may 
be satisfied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the second home- 
stead ie in the vieintiy of the first 
homestead. 

(4) If the aettler has his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by nim in the vicinity of his home 
stead, the requirements of this Aot 
as to residence may be satisfied by 
residence upon saia tad.

ae an adjoining or cornering town- 

Fg settler who avails himself of the 
provisions of Clauses 2, 3, or 4, must 
or substitute 20 head of stock, witb 
buildings fer their accommodation, 
cultivate 30 acres of his homestead, 
ana have hesides 80 acres substan- 
fenced 


The privilege of @ second entry is 
restricted by law tc those settlers 
only who completed the duties upon 
thei: first homesteads to entitle 
them to patent on or before the 2nd 
June, 1889, 

évery homesteader who faila to 
comply with the requirements of the 
homestead law is liable to have his 
entry canoalled, and the iand may be 
again thrown open for etry. 

Application for patent should be 
made at the end of tiree years, be- 
fore the local agent, sub-agent, or 
Homestead Inspector. Before making 
application for patent the settler 
must give six months’ notice in-writ- 
ing to tne Commiasioner of Dominion 
Lands, at Ottaws, ef his intention 
te do so. 

Informaties.—Newly — ‘ved immi- 
grants will ressive at the Immigre- 
tion Office, in Winnipeg, or at any 
Dominion Lands Office, in Manitoba 
or the Northwest Territories, infor- 
mation as to the lands that are open 
for entry, and from the officers in 
charge, tree of expense, advice and as 
sistance in securing land to suit them.

Synoposis of Regulations for Disposal 
of Minerals on Dominion Lands in 
Manitoba, the Northwest Territories 
and the Yukon Territory 


Coal.—Coal iands may be purchas- 
ed at $10 per acre for soft oal, 
and $20 for anthracite. Not more 
than 320 acres can be acquired by 
one individual or company. Royalty 
at the rate of 10 cents per ton of 
2000 pounds shall be collected on the 


gross outpul. 

Quartz.—Persona of eighteen sears 
and over and joint stock companies 
holding free miners’ certificates, may 
ebtair entry for mining location. 

A free miner's certificate is ono 

ears, net exces 
ot tien epee sasaaak in advanwe 
of $7.50 per annum for an ndivi- 
dual, and from $50 to$100 ver an- 
pum for a company, according to 
capital. 

A free miner, heving discovered mi- 
meral in ptace, may tocate a claim 
1,500 by 1,500 feet by marking out 
ths same with two legal posts bear- 
ing location notices, ope at 3808 
end of the line of the lode or vein. 

The claim may be reoorded withia 
fifteen days if located withio ten 
miles of a mining recorder’s office, 
one additional day allowed for every 
‘additional tea miles or fraction. Tho 
fee for recording & claim is $5.30 

At least $100 must be expended on 
the claim each yoar OF paid to the 
mining recorder in heu thereof,

Dredging in the rivers of Manitoba 
and the N, W, T, excepting the Ya- 
koa Territory—A free miner may 
obtain only two leases of five mules 
each, for a term of twenty years, 
renewable in the discretion of the 
Minister of the Interior. 

The lessee’s right is confined tothe 
submerged bed or bars of the river 
below low water mark, and subject 
to the rights of al! persons who 
have or who may receive entries for 
bar diggings on bench ciaims, except 
in the Saskatchewan river, where 
the lessee may dredge to high water 
mark on each alternate Ieasehold, 

The lessee shall have a dredge in 
operation within one season from the 
date of the lease for each fcve miles, 


but where a person or company hag 
cbtained more than one lease, one 
dredge for each fifteen miles or 
fraction, will be sufficient. Rental, 
$10 per annum for each mile of the 


river leased, Royalty at the rate 
of two and <«, half per cent, soflec- 
ted on the output after it exceeds 
$10,000., 

Dredging in the Yukon Territo- 
ry.—Six leases of five miles each 
may be granted to a free miner 
for a term of twenty years, also re 
newable. 

The lessee’s right is confined’ to 
the submerged bed or bars in the 
river below low water, mark, that 
beundary to be fixed by its position 
sn the first day of August in the 
year of the date of the tease. 

The lessee shall have one dredge 
in operation within two years from 
the date of the lease, aud one dredge 
for ach five miles within six years 
from such date, Rental, $100 cer 
miie for first year, and $10 per 
mile for each subsequent gear, Ro 
yalty same as placer mining , 

Placer Mining in the Yukon Ter- 
ritory.—Creek, gulch, river, and hill 
claims shall not exceez 250 feet in 
length measured on the base line 
er general direction of the creek or 
sulch the width being from 1,000 to 


2,000 feet. All other glacer claims 
chali be 200 feet square. 

Claims are marked by two Jegal 
‘josts, one at each end, bearing poti- 
cea, Entry must be obtained with- 
in ter days, If the claim is witain 
ten miles of a mining recorder’s of- 
fica, One extra day allowed for 
each additional ten miles or frao- 


tion. 

The person or company staking a 
claim must hold a free miner’s oer- 
tificate. % 

The discoverer of a new mine is 
entitled to a claim of 1,000 feet in 
length, and if the party cosasists of 
two, 1,500 feet altogether, on the 
cutgut of which no royalty shall be 
charged, the rest of ths party or- 
dinary claims only, 

Entry fee, $10, Royaity at ‘the 
rate of two and one-balf per sent. 
en the value of the gold shipped 
from the Yukon Territory to be 
paid to the Comptroller. 

No free miner shail receive a grant 
of more than one mining claim on 
each separate river, oreek or guloh, 
but the same miner may hold aay 
number of claims by purchase, and 
free miners may work their claims 
in partmership by filing potice and 
paying fee of $2. A claim — be 
abandoned, and another obtain on 
the same creek, guich or river py 
giving notice and paying a fee. 

Work must be done or a claim 


each year to the value of at least 
200, : 

A certificate that work has been 
done must be obtained each year; 


if pot, the claim shall be deemed 
abandoned, and open to ocoupation 
and entry by a free miner. 

The boundaries of a claim may be 
defined absolutely by having asur- 
vey made, and publishing notice in 
the Yukon Official Gazette. 

Hydraulic Mining, Yukon Territo- 
ry.—Locatione suitable for hydralio 
mining, having a frontage of from 
one to five miles, ant a depth of 
one mile or more, may be jeased for 
twenty years, provided the ground 
has been prospected by the applicant 
or his agent;.is found to be unsuit- 
able for placer mining, and does not 
include within its boundaries any 
mising claims already granted. A 
rental of $150 for each mile of fron- 
tage and royalty at the rate of 
two and one-half per oent of the 
valuc of the gold shipped from the 
Territory are charged. Gperatiocas 
must be commenced within ope geir 
from the date of the lease, and ¢ ot 
tess than $5,000 must be exgpenie?
